Brief Session of Republican 


Delegates. 


THE PROCEEDINGS HARMONIOUS 


Fairbanks Temporary Chairman 


Committees Appointed— Person- 


nel of the Assemblage. 


ST. Louis, June 15.— Anepicioasly anc 


verenely, beneath a sky acrou Whoee 
arched dome not a cload floated, tbe 
chietteios of'theKepnblican party, from 
the pineries of Maine to the orange 
groves of California; from theeverglades 
of Florida to the placid waters of Faget 
Sound, met in council today and in the 
presence of about 8000 flpectators en- 
tered upon the work of selecting candi- 
dates and enunciating policies for the 
campaign of 1896. 


The first session of the Republican 


national convention was brief and for- 
mal. Chairman Carter of the national 
'committee dropped the gavel at 12.20 
and sixty minutes later an adjournment 
was taken, until 10 o'clock tomorrow. 
There was not a jar to mar the proceed* 
ings, there were no sensational incidents 
to arouee nor any demonstrations to 
thrill tho vast concourse of people. 


The temporary chairman, C. W. Fair- 


banks of Indiana, delivered his address, 
a etrong, forcible statement in arraign- 
ment of the preeent administration and 
in definement of the issues, the commit* 
tee selections for the various delegations 
were announced — that was all. 


Those who expected eoinc allusion to 


McKinley which would loosen bottled- 
up enthusiasm for the little Napoleon, 
which has had no tight to uncork it, or 
who imagined that perhaps some of the 
great leaders or orators of the party 
would be called to the platform to fire 
their imaginations or quicken their 
pulses were disappointed. It was purely 
a formal session. 


The1 recognized presidents and gen- 


erals of the party entered the hall with- 
out 
demonstrations. Platt, Depew, 


Lod«e and Quay were applauded, but 
Mark Uanna did not create a ripple 
when he entered with a smiling and 
confident air. The fierce rivalry that 
attends contests between struggling 
giants where the queetion of supremacy 
is still to bo fought and the battle ia yet 
to be won ; which arouse clans and lac- 
tions to the wildest pilch of excite- 
ment and enthusiasm, was lacking. 
White there may be vain hopes, blight- 
ed ambitions and bittec animosities, 
still 
toeeing beneath 
the 
onward 


sweep of the McKinley tide, those who 
ilid not favor the Ohio candidate as 
their lirst choice are looking forward 
with relief to tbe end of the unequal 
straggle, knowing it will bring peace 
and good will In the end. 
' ''•'• 
Thia being the situation,, the main in- 


terest today centered in tbe personality 
of the great men who assembled in the 
convention ball. The hall, to which 
the vast procession wended its way, al- 
though unpretentious in exterior, ia ad- 
mirably adopted for the purpose to 
which it ia put. A vast oblong etrui> 
turc, It Is about 300 feet long by l&O 
wide, and almost 100 feet high. The 
two galleries whiub extend all about tbe 
interior, deecend abruptly to the edge 
of the broad pit from which today 000 
delegates and as many alternates looked 
up into the face of tho speaker. 
The decorations are simple but ef- 


fective, liuntini; and Hans conceal the 
trusties find pillars, tho galleries are 
adorned with tho coats of arms of tbe 
states, while iu conspicuous places hang 
the portraits of Grant, Lincoln and 
other heroes of the past. The galleries 
today were well filled, but not. crowded, 
it being estimated about 8000 persons 
were present. 
The campaign clubs, 


which hud marched to the hall to the 
clamor of martial music, were present 
ia uniform, find a vory large proportion 
of the spectators werejadiea. The band 
stationed in tho gallery over the plat- 
form enlivened the brilliant gathering 
with popular airs at intervals. 
But, as stated above, the real interest 


in the first session was centered in the 
personality of the convention. On the 
platform ranged behind the chairman 
sat his colleagues oil the national com* 
mlttce, a notable gathering of aetute 
party gents. 
la front eat the delegates, the chosen 


leaden) in their states and communities. 
Most prominent, immediately below the 


the king maker, the dashing Foraker, 
Governor Busbnell and General Gros- 
Tenor. Directly in their rear were the 
Indiana delegates, clustering about Gen- 
eral Lew Wallace, whose name is famed 
in politics, literature and war, while to 
the rear of them were the Pennsylvania 
delegates headed by the majestic Hast- 
ings and the silent splnx-like Quay, the 
conqueror of so many hard fought politi- 
cal battles., 
In the next tier of seats was the New 
York contingent with Platt, the old as- 
sociate of the imperial Conkling, at'the 
head of the dominant faction and the 
suave Depew and Warner Miller, the 
leaders of the opposition. Massachu- 
setts, with Senator Lodeain command, 
was just beyond, while to the right of 
the stand eat Senator Teller, about 
whom the radical silver forces cluster, 
his face grave, stern and determined. 


Scattered throughout the pit were 


others of no leaa renown in tbe counci s 
of the party ; Governor Bradley of Ken- 
tucky, who seconded Grant's nomina- 
tion in 1880 and who, like Senator 
Wellington, of Maryland, who sat oppo- 
site, succeeded last fall ia wresting their 
states from Democratic rule; "Dave" 
Henderson, the brilliant Town orator, 
and his colleagues, Senator Gear and 
Colonel Hepburn, who took charge of 
the Allison boom; ex-Governor Mer- 
riam.of Minnesota, the champion of 
gold; the venerable white haired Dick 
Thompson, of Indiana, *ho Uaa figured 
BO conspicuously in the history of his 
party, now 87 years old, but seemingly 
with many years of life and victor before 
him; General Walker of Virginia; the 
genial Hobartof New Jersey arid Evans 
of Tennessee, both aspiring for the vice 
presidential nomination; William Pitt 
KellogR of Louisiana, who was governor 
of bis state in the wild days of tho 
Hayes-Tilden returning board ; General 
BuGsell A. Aljrer of Michigan, who was 
an aspirant for the nomination in .the 
bitter struggle of 1S8S: Kerns, Patter- 
aon, 
Tanner, Buckley and n boat of 


others. 
The sentiment regarding the vice 


presidential nomination rapidly crystal- 
i/.ed today when it became definitely 
known that Governor Morton of New 
York waa willing to accept if the nomi- 
nation came to him with tiny sort of 
unanimity. It seems almost as reason- 
able certain now Ihftt tho ticket will be 
McKinley and Morton, as that the plat- 
form will be a conservative but une- 
quivocal declaration in favor of the 
maintenance of tho gold standard as 
long aa the present system prevails. 


Tho committees were hard at work at

soon as the convention adjourned. Th 
action of the committee on credential 
in deciding in favor of tbe findings o 
the national committee save in two in 
stances, it IB believed will make the con 
vention brief, and many now believe 
that the final adjournment 
will b» 


reached Thursday. The indications ar 
that tbe sensational climax will com 
tomorrow when the report of the reaolo 
lion a committee is' presented.

THE GAVEL FALLS. 


Detailed Proceedings of the First 


Scuion. 


ST. Louis, June 16.— At 12.20p.m. the, 


gavel fell. The usual bustle and com- 
motion followed aa the delegates anc 
audience settled 'into their seats anc 
Chairman Thomas H. Carter of the na- 


can presidential convention of 1896 open 
for tbe business before it. He said : 


"The convention will be open. Gen- 


tlemen not delegates and alternates will 
retire from the space in front of the 
chair. Gentlemen in the aisles will va- 
cate them, acquire seats and cease con- 
versation. All persona in the aisles will 
promptly retire. Such persona are re- 
peated promptly to retire. Their pres- 
ence standing in the aiales will obstruct 
.he proceedings of the convention." 
After a pause a number of delegates etill 
remaining standing, Chairman Carter 
resumed his duty of catling the body to 
order. 


"The aergeant-at-armB will see that 
the aisles are promptly cleared." 


When all were seated Mr. Carter made 
be following explanation : 
"Gentlemen of the convention — Ow- 


ng to tbe fact that a concert was held 
in this auditorium Jast night, the cards 


esignating the places of the respective 
tatee and territories became somewhat 
iaarranged. The defect will be reme- 
ed during the recess which is to follow 
iia eeesion of the convention, so that 
lereaf ter seats will ne provided at prop- 
rly designated places for each state and 
territory. The convention being in or- 
er the chaplain will offer prayer." 
Rev. Rabbi tiaale then came forward 


upon the platform and amid the hush of 
tne assembled convention delivered the 
invocation. 
Tne secretary, Joseph H. Manley. of 


the national committee, read the call of 
the convention, after which Chairman 
Carter said : 
"Gentlemen of the convention, by di- 
rection of the committee I present, sub- 
ject to your approval, for your tempor- 
ary chairman, Hon. Charles W. Fair- 
banks of Indiana." ( Applausn.) • 


Mr. Sutherland of New York was 


recognized and said : 


"On behalf of the delegation from 


New York we desire to move that the 
recommendation of the national com- 
mittee -in the eelection of temporary 
chairman be now approved." 
The motion was put by Chairman Car- 


ter and carried by a unanimous vote 
and the convention received the result 
with cheers. . 
Chairman Carter— "I now have the 


distinguished honor to present to you aa 
your temporary presiding olllcer, the 
Hon. Charles W.Fairbanksof Indiana." 
Mr. Fairbanks was liberally applaud- 


ed throughout his address. 
Certain 
parts of his address were especially 
cheered, not only by the convention but 
by the immense audience ia the nailer- 
ies. Auioiig the points which elicited 
special commendation were the follow* 
ing: 
"The government cannot transform 


silver into gold, nor can it by unlimited 
flat make 50 cents worth 100 cents." . 


"It requires as much labor to earn u 


poor dollar as it requires so earn a good 
one." 
"Wo protest nRttinst the policy of low- 


ering our commercial honor. 
Wu pro- 
test against Democratic attempts to 
over the standard of our currency to 
the low level of Mexico, China and 
Japan." 
"The present standard of our cur- 


rency, our honor, will bo eafely respect- 
ed and preserved by the Republican 
party." 
"A commercial pan-American con* 


grces waa conceived by James G, 
B aiue." 
During the prolonged applause fol- 


lowing the name of Jaraoa G. Ulninc, 
VVillet J. Halo of Newburyport, Mass., 
proposed three cheers for James G. 
Blainb, which were given with a will. 
The following expressions in Mr. Fair- 
banks* speech were loudly applauded. 


"The Monroe doctrine must ba llrmlv 
upheld and the powers of, the earth 
made to respect this great and tiuwrit- 
ten law." 
"Tuere can bo no further territorial 


aggrandizement by foreign governments 
on the Western continent." 


"Tbe Republican party believes in 
the development of our navy and mer- 
chant marine until wo establish our un- 
disputed supremacy upon the high 
seas." 
"The struggle for human liberty en- 
lists the sympathies of the Republican 
party— a party that gave to liberty on 
tbe Western continent Ha fullest mean- 
ing." 
•'We wish to Gee a new republic born 


on the Cuban soil." 


"The voice of the Democratic party ia 


for free trade, and free silver against 
honest monev and a protective tarilF." 
"In the wo'rds of a distinguished Re- 


publican the desire of the American 
people ia for an honest currency and a 
c mime to eara.it by honest toil," 


Mr. William Lamb of Virginia offered 


tho following: 


"i'eaalued, That until the permanent 


organization ia effected tbie convention 
will be governed by the rules of the last 
Republican convention." 


The motion was unanimously carried. 
Mr. Lamb of Virginia, also offered the 
following: 


"Itcsolvcd, That the roll of elates and 


territories be now called, and that the 
chairman of each delegation announce 
t le names of the persons selected to 
serve on tho several committees as fol- 
lows: 
Permanent organisation; rules 


and order of business ; credentials; reso- 
utiona, and tbat all resolutions in rela- 
tion to the platform of the Republican 
party be referred to such committee," 
The resolution was adopted. 
The clerk proceeded with the call of 


the roll. While it was in progress the 
chair recognized. IVilliam Walner of 
Missouri, who addressed the chair as 
follows: 
"My observation haa heretofore been 
that the committee on permanent or- 
ganization and rules and order of busi- 
ness ia one committee. Does the reso- 
lution adopted substitute two commit- 
tees?" 


The chairman replied: "They are 


two committees. They are separate." 


The committees were then appointed. 
When the committees had been an- 


nounced Mr. Clayton of Arkansas said: 


"I have a resolution to present to be 


referred to the committee on rules and 
order of business." 


The chair said : "The resolution can- 


not bo read if there ia objection, so it 
can only be read by unanimous consent. 
Is there objection?" 
Cries of "objection." 
Groavtmor of Ohio moved that the 


convention do now adjourn until 10 
o'clock tomorrow* 


Mr. Clayton of Arkansas, addressing 
the chair, said : 


"I think my resolution referring t< 


the platform is important and ask tha 
it be read." 


Tho chairman— "Under tbe rules o 
tbe lut convention the resolution will be 
referred without reading to the commit 
tee on resolutions." 


Ex-Governor Fifer of Illinois was 


recognized and said : 
"Mr. Chairman, the colored people o 


Illinois have passed resolutions affect- 
ing the rights of their race and they 


to the attention of the convention. I 
will send to tbe chair aud ask that they 
be referred to the committee on resold 
tions." 
The chairman— "If there ifl no objec- 


tion it will be so ordered." 


Mr. Groevenor— "I now move that the 


convention 
adjourn until tomorrow 


morning." 
The motion was put to a vote and car- 


ried, and at 1.55 the chairman an- 
nounced the convention adjourned. 


RESOLUTIONS COMMITTEE. 


Sub-Committee Appointed to Draft 


a Platform. 


ST. Louis, June 16.— The committee 


on resolutions met at the Lindell hotel 
at 2.30 p. in. Over half an hour waa 
spent in general conference and in un- 
oading the reaolutiona tbat had been 
referred to the different members. Some 
of the members had their pockets full of 
papers. Even the silver men were di- 


nd each silver member of the commit- 
ee had his own version. 
It was eeen at the start that Lodge 
nd Foraker and others were' co-oper- 
ting together. Senator Lodge called 
he committee to order and presented 
be name of Foraker of Ohio. The eil- 
er men presented the name of Senator 
)ubois of Idaho. 
Then Charles E. 
Pryor, Foraker's law partner, who waa 
wfth him, was made teller and temper- 
ry secretary. 
Tho roll was called 


bowing thirty-nine present and twelve 
ibaent and an oflicial Hat of the member- 
flip was made up before tho states wore 
ailed on the vote for chairman. The 
oil call resulted: 
Foraker 35, Dubois 4, aud the former 


was declared by Senator Lodge the 
hairman. 
The four votes cant for Duboia were 
hose of Messrs. Teller of Colorado, Mott 
f North Carolina, Hartman of Montana 
nd Cannon of Utah. Dubois and For- 
ker declined to vote. 
General Lew Wallace of Indiana was 
nanimouely chosen secretary and a 
eeolution waa carried immediately to 
ppoint a sub-committee of seven to 
raft the platform, and Chairman For- 
ter named as the committee Meriam 
F Minnesota, Fessenden of Connecticut, 
'eller of Colorado, Lodge of Mafleachn- 
itts, Warmouth of Louisiana and the 
jalrman. 
Burleigh of Washington 


noved to enlarge the committee on the 
round tbat it should represent every 
ectiou of the country. Foraker replied 
lat he did not consider geography a 


makeup of tbe committee, but appointed 
men to represent the different ideaa on 
le currency question as nearly as poa- 
blo. The motion to increase the com- 
ilttoe carried and Burleigh of Waflhing- 
on and Lauterbach of New York were 
addtsl. Tne committee then adjourned 
tending the report of the sub-commit-

olved to recommend to the committee 
i resolutions the following financial 
lank :

"We are unalterably opposed to every 
loasuro calculated to debase our cur- 
ency or impair the credit of our coun- 
ry. We are, therefore, opposed to a 
rce coinage of silver, except by Inter- 
fttional agreement with the leading 
ammercial nations of the world, which 
we plndtte ourselves to promote and un* 


1 each agreement can be obtained, the 
xifiting gold standard inuet be i>re- 
erved. All our silver aud paper cur- 
cncy now in circulation must be main- 
ainwi :it a parity with gold, and wo 
tivor all measures designed to mala- 
.in inviolable tho obligations of tho 


whether coin or paper, at tho present 
tandnrd, the standard of tho mosten- 
Ightenetl nations of the earth." 


Senator Teller offered a free-coinage 
esolution as a substitute, which was 
oted down.

CAN THE DEMOCRACY BE 


TRUSTED? 


Before thin week is paet the Demo- 


crats ol California will have formulated 
and adopted a platform. Among itt 
planke will be one favoring the free 
coinftgo of silver, and in this respect it 
wilt be similar to the platforms of every 
political party in the mate. California 
in practically a unit on tbe financial 
question. In a few weeks the Democ- 
cracy of the nation also will issue 
platform of principles, and, if all signs 
do not mislead, it, too, will declare in 
favor of the free coinage of eilver. Its 
demand and its claims will ba closely 
inspected by tbe peopie of tbe Weal. 


It will be a carious demand, as com- 


ing from the Democracy, this for free 
coinage and bimetallism. If that party 
really is in favor of the white metal, tbt 
question inevitably arises, Why is sil 
ver not being coined 1ree of mintagi 
charge at the present time? The Dem 
ocrats have had every opportunity o 
carrying their will into effect, and stil 
silver is a dishonored metal. A littli 
more than three and one-fourth yean 
ago a Democratic President took hie 
veat in the White House. The plat 
form on whit h he waa elected favored 
"the use of both gold and silver as the 
standard money of the country" an8 
also "the coinage of both gold and sil 
ver without 
discrimination aga 


either metal or a charge for mint> 
age." 
The man who was elected tc 


the 
Presidency on 
that platlorm 


immediately, through his secretary o 
the treasury, began 'a process of jewing 
down the price of silver, to that end ut 
terly defying Jaw. His party declared 
against "discrimination against either 
metal," and be violated the statutea in 
order to discriminate. Thii was the De- 
mocracy's attitude on the financial ques- 
tion, as it wan interpreted by its Preai- 
dent. 


But it may be Baid that Mr. Cleveland 


misrepresented his party. Tho party 
may justly be held responsible for thi 
acts of the President it selected, but let 
it for the moment evade that responsi- 
bility. What remains? At the time 
that Cleveland was elected, an over 
wheluringly Democratic coogreaa aleo 
waa choeen by the people. What did it 
do to secure the "coinaite of both gold 
and 
eilver 
without 
diicrimination 


against either metal or a charge for 
mintage?" It repealed tbe one apology 
for free coinage then in existence, viz: 
tbe Sherman law, and it did nothing 
else. Its inaction was, and wae intended 
to be, a triumph for goldbuglem. 


If the President mUrepresented his 


party, are we to be atked to believe that 
the Democratic congrena also did eo?

frontery to lift ita voice in favor

metalllsm. Even while it atill Uncord 
in the balance in which it has been 
found wanting, It will lift its voice in a 
clamorous demand again to he weighed. 
Besponding, the people will say: Gen- 
tlemen of tho Democracy, it is uncecea- 
sary again to try you while we need bnt 
look at the balance in order to see ex- 
actly how light of weight you are. The 
record is made, and it is inconceivable 
that the people will give the party a 
chance to make it over again. 


After the Democracy has declared for 


free coinage of silver its record will 
abide against it, declaring to the world 
that ita words and,Us deeds are at vari- 
ance, and by the latter it will be judged. 
The people are accustomed to judge 
men or parties by their actions, and tbia 
caw will not be an exception to the rule. 


A SMALL number of property owners 


who imagine they see in the coming; ol 
the Valley road an opportunity to sell

A method of preventing tho noise 


made by trains when passing orer iron 
bridges has been devised by a German 
engineer named Boedeckcr, locality not 
stated. Ho puts a docking of 1^ inch 
planks between the cross girders, resting 
ontlireo inch timbers laid on the bottom 
flanges, while on tho planks a double 
layer of felt is placed, fixed to tho ver- 
tical web of tho cross girder. At tho 
connections with tho girder a timber 
cover joint is put on felt, aud two hook- 
ed bolts connect tho whole flimly to tho 
bottom flange. Four inclics of slag gravel 
cover tho decking, which is inclined to- 
ward tho center of tho bridge for drain- 
age pnrposcfl, nnd a layer of felt is laid 
between tho planks and tho timbers upon 
Which they rest, and (lie ironwork in 
contact with decking and ballast is as- 
piin 1 ted. Tho decking weighs 000 ponnds

The.fact that Freeoo county's delega- 


tion to the state Democratic convention 
at Sacramento represented thirteen 
votes to be east as a unit against the wo- 
man suffrage amendment to be voted on 
in November, has caused tbe REPUBLI- 
CAN to believe that it would be interest- 
ing to know what is tbe general senti- 
ment in Fresno an this question. By 
way of gaining an idea on this matter 
a reporter was detailed to gather the 
views of citizens ae he met them on the 
street, irrespective of political, religious 


other 
affiliations, 
Tho 
Inter- 


views were limited to men, because 
men alone will vote on the momentous 
question. 


Not tho slightest partiality was shown 


iu the investigation. It would have 
been easy, by a process of selection, to 
have made all the interviewed parties 
Favorable or unfavorable to woman suf- 
frage ; but nothing of the kind wae done. 
The reporter "stood up" bis victims 
|uet ao they came and propounded these 
questions'. 


"Will you vote for or against woman 


suffrage in November, aud for what 
:aaon?" 
The following were the answers re- i 


ceived. Two points are interesting: 
First, that reasons were given; whereas 
woman suffrage speakers heard here of 
late have contended that they just want- 
ed to hear a man give a reason. Sec- 
ondly, many of the men who were ex- 
pected to declare against woman suffrage 
pronounced unreservedly in favor of it. 
Jne of these was a saloon keeper. 


Postmaster Hedrick was the first per- 


son asked and said he had never given 
the matter serious thought. He wae one 
of about a dozen who gave the same 
answer, and were passed. The following 
were much more definite: 


G. C. Grimes, insurance agent—I 


have always been opposed to woman 
suffrage, but when I think how women 
are liable to taxation and subpenaes I 
think I shall vote for them after all.

THEY PROPOSED TO POOL WITH 


THE CORPORATION. 


The Limitation of Output Said to 


Be the Barrier to 


Agreement. 


KiHToit REi'UULicAN:— The following 


proposition was submitted to the joint 
committee of the Hundred Thouaand 
Olub and Chamber of Commerce by the 
Co-operative Packers' Association. Ac- 
tion was taken by the board of directors 
of the Co-operative Packers' Association 
on May 29.1896. The full text of the 
proposition ia here given: 


"To the Committee. Gentlemen— 


With a full appreciation of your efforts 
in the Interests of the ralein industry, 
and realizing the importance of centrali- 
zation in selling and marketing the pro- 
duct and pooling the* proceeds, to the 
end that competition among oureelvea 
may cease* uniform prices be maintained 
and uniform results to the grower be re- 
alized, we begleave to submit the follow- 
ing: 
"We have maintained from the start 


that we could not consistently become a 
part of the proposed corporation, and 
find it absolutely beyond, our power to 
do BO. From our standpoint it does not 
eceui essential to the end sought. We 
are more than auxloua to reach the end 
you are seeking, aa it is fundamental in 
our method of operation. Totbeend, 
therefore, that it may be accomplished, 
re suggest that a contract be entered 
into between the two corporations, the 
Co-operative Packers' Association and 
the California Raisin Association, bind- 
ing aud holding each to the essential 
feature of the proposition submitted by 
your committee, viz.: that all goods 
shall be held for (. o. b. bales at Cali- 
fornia shipping point at prices fixed by 
the committee. 
No goods to be con- 
igned, aud tbe proceeds of all sales to 
be prorated to all parties in interest. 
No member, firm, corporation or,indi- 
vidual, in any manner connected witb 
either of eaid parties as stockholder, 
member, employee or otherwise, ehall 
own, hold or control, either directly or 
indirectly, any raisins not included 
uudur thu provisions of said igreemcnt. 


"An arbitration committee of three 


might be chosen, say two from the pres- 
ent committee and one from the out- 
side, whose duty it should be to adjust 
all matters of dispute that might artee 
under the contract; the present com- 
mittee to remain'intact oud maintain 
itfl -present relations. 


"If it be thought best for all parties 


having celling facilities to act as brokers, 
the arbitration committee should estab- 
lish an olUce under control ot a com- 
petent accountant, 
where a record 


should be kept of all goods under con- 
trol, ordera received, shioments madu 
and moneya received. This for tliocou- 
venieuce of the committee in prorating 
the proceeds. 


"Whilu it might be well to stipulate 


that an agreed percentage (say To per 
cent) "f the entire output ehould be se- 
en red to make the contract binding, wo 
think it sale to say that under euch an- 
arrangement a percentage may be agreed 
upon, and brought under control eutli* 
cii*nt to crown the labors of your com- 
mittee with a fluecesa that shall be a 
satisfaction and a blessing. 


"Commission, co-operative and inde- 


pendent packer could all join in the pro- 
uesBion and live. 
"In accordance with the above and to 


ahow our good faith, we hereby tender 
your committee control of our output of 
raifllna for the aeaaon of 1890, to thu 
aame extant and for the same purposes 
outlined In your plan for controlling tbu 
output of the Oaluornta Raisin Attocif 
tton; neceMarr and satisfactory ar- 
rangement* to be made for prorating the 
proceeds of all aalea between the two- 
corporattona according to quantity and 
grades furnished by each." 


We aubmit the foregoing; to the public 


to the end that our ponltiou may bo 
fully underatood. la a condensed form 
our proposition ia: 


First—That all parties shall ha bound

INFORMATION DESIRED. 


A Corretpondent Speaks of the 


Price of Fruit. 


EDITOR ItBi'iruucAN:—I find in the col- 


umns of your paper on Sunday a com- 
munication from two different parties 
representirs northern ctuners of fruit* 
io which it is stated that they aw pay- 
ing from $30 to $40 per ton for peaches 
on a standard of two and one-fourth 
inches. We aleo learn from defferont 
source) that the One II undred Thousand 
club and the Freano Chamber of Com.' 
merce paid the Tenney Canning Com 
pan? |2500 to move their plant to 
Freeno in tbe hope aud the expectation 
that the enterprise would materially 
help the people of Fresno county. Now 
what do we find? Tbe Tenney Com- 
pany have their agenta in Selma offer- 
ing us from $ 10 to $12 per ton for the 
same class of fruit that the northern 
cannere are buying at from $30 to $40 
per ton, on a standard of two and one- 
fourth instead of two and one-half inch 
diameter. 


I wonld like to ask the people of 


Fresno county what all this means? 
IB it possible that these laudable organ- 
izations, The Hundred, Thousand Club 
and the Chamber of Commerce, paid 
thie company $2500 to come here and 
nnch us, or did they expect, and did 
they not understand that they were 
bringing an enterprise here that would 
jive the people a fair deal? 


We did feel like heaping blessings 


upon these organizations for beine in- 
strumental in bringing this company 
hero to can our fruit, but when they 
come here and make such offers as they 
lave, we think the people have a right 


complain, and tbe organizations have 
e right to complain. My individual 


opinion is that the people, of Freano 
county do not want any more enter- 
prises like the new cannery company, 
md the commission raisin packers of 
Freeno county. But what we do want 
s some one to come here and buy our 
fruit and raisina at a reasonable price, 
asy us for them aud let m have a liv- 
ing anyway.

SACIIAMESTO, June 111.—The overthrow

Tbe Buckley delegates uptime their 


first surprise when, at 1 o'clock thii 
afternoon, they bore down upon the 
convention hall in A body, brushed the 
aergeant-at-arms aiid his burly depu- 
ties aside and seated themeelTea in tbat 
portion of tbe hall reserved for the Junta 
delegation. 
McNab'e followers saun- 


tered in half an hour later, and finding 
their seats occupied by their opponents, 
took seats about the 
halt wherever 


empty chairs could be found. Every. 
body expected a physical conflict, and 
when Chairman Gould did not appear 
until 2.30 o'clock, it was whispered 
about the hall that when Gould should 
appear be would probably be accom- 
panied by a squad of police. Bat Gould 
came at last unheralded and unaccom- 
panied, and a moment later J. C. Bud' 
dick of Ban Francisco called tbe con- 
vention to order. W. M. Gibson, a 
lawyer of Stockton, was on bis feet in a 
moment to oropose a motion to exclude 
both contesting delegations from San 
Francisco, pending the appointment of 
the committee on credentials. 


motion was ruled out by the The 


chair who declared that the election of 
temporary chairman was tbe only busi- 
ness in order. Gibson appealed from 
the ruling and after ft great deal of 
shouting and confoeion the chair sus- 
tained the appwt! and ordered a roll. 
Then came another outbreak. W, A. 
Byu of LOB Angeleo moved that the 
Junta delegation from San Francisco be 
prohibited from voting on the appeal. 
The motion WM ruled out and the call- 
ing of the roll proceeded. When the 
Junta delegation w»e reached—the last 
on tbe Hat—the vote etood 336 to eue- 
tain the chair aa again it 114 opposed. 
The Buckley delegation had been over- 
whelmingly defeated by tbe interior 
counties. Without calling for tbe vote 
of the San Francisco detection it was 
announced that the chair hid been sus- 
tained. 


The firet skirmish over nominations 


for temporary chairman began. Frank 
Nichols of Stockton nominated Gould, 
whose nomination WM seconded b/ W. 
M. Gibson. Delegate Earl of LOB An- 
geles nominated W. A. Ryan of the 
aame city. W. A. Casein of Banta Gnu 
nominated Senator Burke ot Santa Cruz 
county. Burke'e nomination was- sec- 
onded by Colonel O'Byne of Ban Fran- 
cisco, Keller of Santa Olara, aud Joseph 
KotKhild of San Francisco. Ryan of 
Los Angeles then withdrew and sec- 
onded the nomination of Burke. 


The roll call proved a landslide for 


Gould. Santa Olara and Santa Cruz 
supported Burke, who received scatter- 
ing votes from other quarters. Gould'f 
election became apparent, however, and 
after the vote of Hanta Our, had been 
cast for Burke the senator arose and 
withdrew from the contest, and by per- 
mission of the delegation changed tbe 
vote of the county from himself to 
Gould.
